A Grengnolizel Rereitschaft has a total strength of 59h, xolice, 
organized into a headquarters of 39 men and three Grenzkormmancanturen 
of 185 men each. The headquarters of a Grdnz2olizei Bereitschaft con~ 
sists of tho commanding officer, the Ph chief, the chief of staff, two 
instructors for technical training and insvection, tro SSD instructors , 
ona personel officor with tro assistants, one finance officer with one 
assistant, one SD secretary, one FDJ seerotary, one ordnance officor, 
one supply officer, five drivers, two female telovhone onerators, one 
teletype oserator, one cook, and soveral other technical and puard 
pergonnol. 


A Gronzkonmandantur has a headquarters of 35 men and four Gronzkommandos 

of 38 men cach. The headquarters consists of the chief, the PK chief > 

the chief of staff, the adjutant, the intolligence officer, the sersonacl 
officer, the supply officer, the or:inance officer, the administrative 
officer, two instructors, one ol'‘ficer of the guard, four drivers, 12 cuards, 
six clerks, and the cook. The intelli ence officer, who is the chief of 

the Lrnittliungsatteilung (Investigation Section), is assisted by six male and 
two female guards. iis missions ar2 the identification of spies, agents , 
saboteurs, and criminals,and the collection of intelligence material on 
political and police personalities and the occupation powers in “est 
Germany. lle receives his directives from the criminal section of the Hnaunt~ 
abtcilung Grenzpolizei. 


A Groenzkommando consiste of the chief, who has tho rank of Korrnissar, the 
PK chief, one VP Meister, four VP Hauntwachtmoister fumetioning as squad 
leaders, oight VP Obervachtmeistor and 2 VP iachtmeister. 


Srenzpolizei units stationed along the zonal border were infsrior to those 
located along the eastern border toward Czechoslovalria, Poland, and the 
Baltic soaboard. It. was planned to axchanpe these imits some tine and to 
sereen, roorsanize, and retrain the units withdrarm from duty alonr tho 
zonal border. 


Newly inducted border volice, earmarked for scrvice with Greazz0lizei units 
along the eastern border of the Soviet Zone of Germany, first underco a 
two-neck basic training at a Lendesgronznolizeischuls, If they prove suitable 
for border duty, they arco assigned to a “renzbereitschaft and immediately 
employed on bordor duty. Yne of the four syuads of each Gronskomanto is 
sent for training at a so-called Kommandantur school, while the 

three other squads are on border duty. Such intermittent training courses 
usually l.st two wocks, but can be extended to three weeks by order of the 
Hauptabteiluns Gronzpoliszei. Thus, each border »olicenan underzoes a tyo 
or three-—veek veriod of intunsive training every two or three soxths, The 
personnel on border duty receive thooretical instruction six hours a week. 
The squad Jea‘ers attend thres-month courses at the Landesschule of the 
Crengpoliveiabteilung every six months, boing trained there in accordence 
with directives issued by the Nauvtabteilmms Greng»olizci. 


Newly-inducted border solice earmarked for service with Grangnolisoi mits 

along the zonal border first undervo a one=seek basic training at the Landes= 

schule of the Grenapolizeiabteilunz of the individual Laender. They are sub= 

sequently transferred to a Grenzbereitschift and irmadiately assimed to 

border duty. From time to tine, whole Gronsboreitsehaften, without officers, 
Suet 7 COUTROL/US SLPICIAIS Ly 
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are withdram from border duty and moved to Sondershausen or 
Aschorsleben, where they are taken over by the training cadres 
there and assume the charavter of Grenzlelrbereitachaften, 


The training mathodgof the Grenspolizei units salons the zonal border 
proved inferior to that of the units along the eastern border. It 

was therofoare planned to subject all Grenzvolizei units to the training 
syste sracticed by the units on the eastern border. The Lehrbereite- 
schafton are to reiain in existence, but aro to bo reorcanized 

to take ovor the training of all Grenzvolisei recruits while simulta- 
neously constituting overational Grenzbercitschoiton, 


It was vlaned to establish a central Grenzzelizei school in Sonderse 
hausen by 1 October or 1 November 1950. The school is to train officers 
and non-comzssioned officers in sixemonth courses, each course having 
1,000 trainees, 


Since June 1950, key officors of the Grengvolizei have been obliged to 
iake Gorresoondence courses in addition to the recular training courses 
at schools. Correspondence~course letters are boing oublished monthly. 
The answers to the vroblems given in tho lettors have to be submitted to 
the superior headquarters of the units. 


Each Grenzkoimmando is armed with 36 model 988% carbines and six models 08 

and 38 pistols, Thirty rounds of ammmition for cach carbine are kept at 

the Grenzkommando, 16 rounds at the Grenzkommand:ntur and 15 rounds at 

the Grenzbsreitschoft. sixteen rounds of amaunition for each oistol are 

kept at the Grenzkommando, eight rounds at the Grenzkommandantur and eight rounds 
at the Grenzbereitschaft. There were plans to exchange 12 carhines of seach 
Gronzkommando for 12 model 4 sulmachine guns, still being stored at a 

7otsdam ordnance doxot in the fall of 1955. 


Grengnolizei personnel wear blue VP uniforms with the white lettor G on a 
greon field on their left uxper sleeves. There were vlans to issue now 
Grenzgoolisei uiiforms in the spring of 1951, consisting of srayisherrcen 
trousers to be tucked into laced shoes or boots, short ficld blouses, and 
caps designed like those of the former German mountain troops. 


There are plans to increase the Grenzpolizel and to reorganize it under a 
Hauptverwaltung Grenzpolizel (Main Administration of Border Police) under 
the Soviet Zone Ministry of State Security. Colonel Nazayuk (fm), a Soviet 
liaison officer to the HVDVP, stated in a conference that the Grenspolizei 
must be made capable of. taking over the militery protection of the borders 
during a possibile civil conflict. He pointed out that it was the Soviet 
berder guard troops who offered the first resistance against the German 
troops invading the USSR in 1941.
